Oue of the chief controlling forces in the poli-
tice of thocountry for many future years will
be thint of the great army of volunteer soldlers
who bore our flag in the Iate giganiic contest,
and oarried through to a trinmphant conclosion
the war for the Union, The report of the
Becretary of War madein December last, showed
thut at the close of the Rebellion, or in May ot
Jast yenr, thero were over fen hundred (rovsand
men in the Unfon armies; and besides these,
there were probably half &8 many mere who
bhad seen servics, for a greater or longer period
of time, but who had been mustered out because
ol the expiration of their term of enlistment or

{or other reasons,

All of thls enormous foree of volunteer sol-
diers are now back among us, and scattered
through the country ae peaceful citizens, They
are voters, almost 10 a man. They are nearly
all young men, of vigorons character, und
with intelligent convictions, their disposicions
sobered by the scenes they have gone througn,

and their fdenas enlarged by the éxperiences of
the field and the waren, They have an lmmense
mfluence in all communities, but especially in
the rursl localitice, The choicest youug men
of the villnge or district patriotically enlisted in
the army, Their carcer was waiched with
enger interest by their relatives and neighbors,
On their return, cach oneof them I‘Jlfl;,'llllll' a
centee of Influence and power, snd will so con-
tinue for the remainder of lite, There is not a
State or & county, n eliy or ahamiet, in the
entirc North but has more or less of these dis-
bunded volunteers, oflicers und soldiers in thelr
midst, and in numerous places tliey ean con-
trol, by thelr direet ana mdirect inlluence, the
whole course ot public affuirs,

The radienls bave counted upon gettiug this
coutroiling political power on the side of their
mensures nnd schemes, Hn}'mg confronted the
Southerners on the field of battle, having saf-
fercd wounds and losses because of the [tebel-
lion, having the most patriotie feelings, and the
wost decided convictions, it seemed a8 though
it mieht be easy 1o opernte upon them by the

bold, and audaoious Bismark was dreamed of,
Lot fin briefly consider it

In the teet place, with the exception of the
Lombardo-Venitian kingdom, which goes to
Italy, the Austrian monarchy remsins intact,
This was & generous concession to Ausiria, for
from what follows it Is appareo: that Bismark
bad the whole empire st his digposal, By tbhe
second artiele of these preliminaries Ausirin
recognizes the dissolution of the Germame Con-
federation ns it has lntherto existed, and gives
her assent ton new Northern organization, with
her total exclusion from it. The Austrian Em-
peror ulgo eonsents (o the proposed Northern
Confederation under Prusaia, and 10 n separate
union of the States south of the river Main,
“whose natlonal bonds with the Confederation
of North Germnuy will form the objects of an
ulterior understanding between the two par-
ties,” The plain English of thisis, that having
aheorbed all the States, Duchies, ete., vorth of
the Main, Prussin, st her own convenience, may
take all south ot said river, Ausiria baving ex-
cluded hersell Irom any further voice m the |
matter. The plan ot absorplion thus provided
for, when osrriod out, will give to Prussia the
control of some thirty-five or forty milliont of
Germans,

But, ngain, the Emperor of Austria transfers
to the King of Prussin all his righis and claims
to the Duchies of Solileswig Holstein, with the
reservation that the people ol North Schleswig
shiall be again upited to Denmark it they so ex-
press themeelves In o vote freely given. DBis.
mark, protting by the lessone of Napoleon in
thiz buviness of populur suilrage, will doubtless
kuow how Lo manage this election. Here, then,
will be unother important annexation of terri-
tory and population to the streneth of Prossin;
tor she will gain with the seaports and coast of
Bohleswig-Holstein something far more valuable
thuw therr lands and people, Yet, again, Austria
ngrees (o pay, in excess of all drawbacks on ae-
count of her Schleswie-Holstein expenses, the
fum of twenty millions of thalers towurds
Prueein’s expenses of the late war, and further |
agrecs that Bismark moy dispose of the king-
dom of Saxony and levy upon it bis war contri- |
butions ot his diseretion, gad #0 on to the end
ol the chapter. ‘

Such are the preliminaries of pease acreed
pon between these high contructing parties.
In three weeks the armies of the two Princes ol
Prussin have necomplished far more for her en-
Jarvement and recogoition among the groat
ll‘"“"“‘ of gllurope, than wns sachieved by
‘rederick the Great in his famous und success- |
ful seven years' war., Within twelve months,
LBismark, f'rom the repitation of u self-willed,
despotic, and foolhardy Frussiun  Prime
Minister, hag risen to the high ditinetion of
the ablest diplomat and the foremost man in
kurope, Under hi= bold sud sursciovs man- |
agement Prussie has advauced from the posi- |
tion of a second-rate State to that of the com- |

memaories of the past, and to keep alive in thew
hearts those passions which inllamed thewm |n
the day of battle, If they could be got, as a
body, on the side of the radieals, the triemph of |
the lntier 1o future eleetions would be sectiped,
and thelr power in the country wonld be muade
permanent for i least & generation,

But there are signs that in this case they have
counted without their bost, The large number
of deligates to the Philadelphia Convention of
officors who bore a distinguishea pact In the
war, but who bave now returned to civil lie,
was the first important sign we had that the in-
telligence of the volupnteer army was prepared
to play an intelligent and independent part in
nutional politics, From the Western and the
Eastern and the Central States we had members
ol the hizhest military distinetion, and there
was hardly a delezation from avy quarter but |
bad in it leading men who, at the beginning of
last year, were battling lor the flag ol the nation
iu the Stutes of the South,

It s absurd, not to say wicked, buse, and un-
grateiul, for the radicals o degignate such men
as “Copperbeads,” It i8 ridicuious to accuse
them ol & want of devotlon to the liberties ot
thewr cuuntry. 1t is preposterous to say that
they are now lowering their tlag before Lebels,
or that they are selling the glory of their past
history for a4 mess of pottage. The l-p‘]LLuls
which the Zribune and kindred oreans heap
upon the members ol o Convention in which
there i g0 lurge sn infosion of such ao element,
arc foollsh as well as outrageous. Hut mstead |
of effecting their object, the radicals will only |
gshow our volunteer soldiers whit kind of men
they are who are now secking to rule and ruin
the country.

But ths ie not the only indication of the
coulse of entiment and netion amwong the ofli-
cers and soldwers of the army ol the Union.”

this we can judge of the course of the raok and |
files tor, ng the feeling of officer and soldier
was one on the deld, so now itis one when both
have rerurned to the posiion of citizens,

We believe that w«lay the great ijml_\' of pa
triotic eitizens who Jast vear wore the srmy |
blue are now united in sentiment with the con-
servative Union purty of the nation, They do
not desire that the splendid berolsm tney dis- |
played agwimst the Rebel soldiers should be
1ollowed by sucu u» mean and contemptible war
as the radicals are now waglne azalust the
Soutbern people.  They fought their foes like
men, but when these foes succumbed they
would treat them hke men and citizens, and
with o wrgpantinity worthy of the victors, 1t
it & mistuke tosuppose that our soldiers are
nlled with revenge and midlce againgt those

who were arrayed on the other slde, Un the
contrary, they are anxious 10 streteh forth the
hand of fellowahip, aud ask toem to join i

perinl Expansion of Prassia.
From the Herald.

The most extraordinary document marking
any of the many rectifications of the balance
of power in Europe for & thoussnd yenrs, is the
text of the preliminaries ol peace agrecd upon
between Prussin and Austria, which was pub-
lished in Tuesday's Hertld. It amounts to an
official recognition by Austria of hor complete
subjugation, and that she thankfully accepts
the gracious terms vouchsafed by Bismark
whereby her existence as an lndependent power
is gtill recognized. There is nothing o any of
her repeated humilintions by the first Napoleon
which can be compared with her humiliation
by Bismark, Al the outset of the war Austria,
with her supporting Germun Biates und princi-
pulities, was considered s more than a mateh
in military strength and resources for Prussia
and Italy combined. This was doubtless the
opinion of Napoleon, snd that, in being ulti-
mutely called upon to inlerposs with his army
forthe sake of peace, France would secure the
lion's share of the spoils,

Eut the astonishing efficiency and superiority
of the Prussipn armies, and their unparalleled
aotivity n pushing forward over all impediments
from Dresden to Vienns, have batlled gl] the
calculations of outside diplomatists, and spotled
the whole programme of Napoleon. The Paris
journal La France is yery nuluullf asanished
&t the rapacity of Bismarg, as disclosed in the
text of these pesce prelininarics: for surely,
beyond the limits of Prussia, no such imperisl
schemoe of expsusion on the part of the skilful

and «o outrageons wore the o;npn'ﬁsiun- perpe-
trated under this not, that General Sickles was
obliged to mullity it by & military order, whicli
of courre bas been guashed by the President's
prociamation of peace.

1n other words,
the Rebels break up every black school save at
the few points where troops are stntioned.

In Now Orleans the volored people pay one-iith
of the taxes, whereby good se uo[b are main-
tained: but not one ot their children is allowed
o taste of the education thereby provided. The
blacke. who puy 1axes, aré not allowed to send
thewr chnldren to the schools supportea by thelr
money, wherein whites who never paid a tax
are iree and welcome,

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Importance of Congressional Klectlions,
From the World,

We trust that the approscling canvass in this
Btate. will be planned and conducted mainly
With reference to the eleotion of conservative
vandidates to Congress, We mean by this that
the selection of candidates for Governor and
other State officers ought not to be made with
referevce to the bare possinility or probabllity
of tlelr election, but with reference to the
inroads they are likely to make on the radical
streneth in the rural counties, 1L I8 quite
conceivable that we might elegt our Siate
ticket, without materially increnstng the num-
ber of conservative members sent by this State
to Congress. At presont the New York dalopa-
tion consists of eleven Democrats and twenty
Republicaps, It would be n useleas and barren
trumph lor us to elvet A Governor, and, at
the wume time iucresse the conservative
members of Congress to only twelve or lour-
teen, But o moderate gain in all the districts
now represented by Republicans would accom-
plish precisely this barren result, An Ilnerease
of the concervative vole in the distriots now
represented by Democrats would, it iz obyions,
strengthen the Buate ticket, without adding
to the conservative strength in Congress, And
g0, a simtiar iwerense 1 all the radical distriots,
if not sutlicient W overcome the radioul majork-
ties in those distriots, wounld, in hike maoner,
contribute to the success of the State ticket, but,
at the same time, displace none of the radical
Congressmen. It is evident, therefore, that we
might clegt onr State ticket, and yel fail ro
sccomplish suy beneficial resolt with regard to
the groat issue now pending botore the conntry.
It 1= 1or Congress to decide whether the South-
ern membors shatl be admitted, It we tml to
change the pelnical complexion of that body,
the restoration of the Union will be postponed,
and no mwan can answer lor the ruture tean-
quillity o1 the country,

It must accordingly be seen that it will make
a great difference whether the couservative
State ticket 13 elected by five thousand, or by
egventy-five or 8 hundred thousand majority,
If it barely wins, it wili be by such n small in-
eregee of the conservative vote, diffused all
over tha Btate, that the radicals will continue {o
bave a large majority ot the Qongressmen. The
only diflerence will be, that the conservalive
members will be elected by little larger majori-
ties, and the radical members by majorities
somewhat diminished. 14 would be a great and
futal mistake I we were to aliow party pride,
or pevaonal aspirations, or an overweening con-
tidence, or the intractebility of men who are
cupable ol moving only in & deeply-worn rat; to
procuce this disastrous result,

It there ia rtoree in what we have now suld—
and we believe men of sound judamens will con-
cede that 1t hes great jorce—our State ticket
otght to be selocted ohiefly with reforence to its
trength m the roral districts, To nominate
candidaies who ure strong merely in the great
Pemoceratie stronzholds, such as New York,
Brovklyn, Albany, and Builato, might securo
their election, without furnishng auy eligctive
uid 10 the President in hi= attemptto re=tore the §
Union. But ii, on the other hand, our ticket is
muaue up of men who are known and popular in
the Interior of the State, it will swell the con-
servative vote just where reinforcements are
chiefly needed, 1t 12 Lo no purpose 1o eay that
this or that candidare 12 popular in the great
Pemoeratic strongholds, untess he is alzo able
to diminish Lthic radics) vore in the distrets now
renresented 1 Congress by the encmics of the
President, The great thing 1s 1o clect as mm:t}'
it
would be betier even o loze a hittle elzewhere,
it we could thereby insure s majority of the
Covgressmen. What we gain over the vole of
st year is important; but where we gain it is
ol tar deeper congequence, The former mignt
elect our State ticket: but it is oply a location
ol tue gaing in the right places that can give us
a majority of the Congre=smen.

We can haraly expect & continuance of the
putient attitude of the Bouth, if the Norih (ais
to eleer a couservative majority in the next
Congiess. The SBouthern people belave with
great forbearance, beonuse they have no evi
dence that the present disunion Congress fairly
represents the pubhe sentiment of the North,
It was ¢lected whule the war still raged, and
when the animositnes kwmdled by the war were
bluzing with unabated fervor, It was elected as
o war Congress; and althoueh pence intervenaod
bueiore its tirst meeting, it has seted in the same
hostile spirit towards the South in which 1t was
chosen, The Bouth is keenly alive to the injus-

upon the Northern people.  But if the Congress
about to be chiogen shall be ot the same maliz-
nant stomp, the South will naturally regaid it
ae an cvidence that it is the deliberate purpose
of the North 1o oppress and humilinte them.

Thev will be wore than bhoman iF they can
then resirain their iesentment, It is, therefore,
of vital consequence that the econservative
eanse shonld suceeed in this election, and that
it4 trivmph should be so signal a8 o eonvince
the Southern people that, i return tor obe-
dienece and loyalty, they are to be fuily rein-
stnted in al) thewr Federal rights,  1f we mearely
elept Btate oflicers without securine & conserva-
tive Congress, the Northern elections will be
productive of even less pood than those of the
south.
